it was hot now as news but as on the hand* CiS> got huraad. 

That atoiy was leaked to It, if not directly than indirectly. The line uao, that 
a ooBniittoa aourca was a^baat so eo aocitrate an account of tholr roport waa aEvailable. 

They must tvdnk CBS reportara can't read. That and more are in Miesii fiagasine 
for October. 

Hare is the roat of it, ao yoir people oan know how they have been had, the one 
thing this ooBmdttea haa done sueeeaafally to date. 

In my book «m the i<lng asaasainatioa, out 2/71 , I have more details on what had 
in Oswald In New Orleane (l962) on one Joseph Adana Kilteer, a racist ejctrmist. Ho 
was in on a threat against JFE and King both, that far back. It waa taped by the Mianl 
police by accident. It had an infon»r naoed kUlle doneraett, not tha nost u]ppl|d»t 
of oitliaQS, who agreed to have his ppertaent bugged for an entirely different reaswj- 
ruffloro of an effort to at^ a race riot. 1 prtot. the transcript of the tape in Frane- 
Up, So, naturally, they leaked that as their greaee"orlginal aocoapliehnent ca a co»- 
iBittea to the Jack Anderson ooluan. Anderson went for it, too. In fact, ho had not 
been interested in tbs one CHS used and then about a week ego got interested. 

One of those who followed up on what 1 published, the only one to aiid to any of it, 
ia a fine young Hiaoi reporter Ban Christensen. H® wee here about a aonth or eo ago. 
khilo he was here he went to the cooaitteo to apply for a job to carry that part of hie 
work tin it I have no faith but I do in Dan) and gave then what he had. Tha committee 
has Oaeton Fonsl in Kiaal, ^ luadorstand, workiag on this and ctx the story of Sylvia 
Odio. It,/ too, will bo a ccmslttee hot exclualve. rfhat else when published it in 19#5. 

Either the leaker or your reporter were batter, though, because the CBS aocomxt 
was faithful to Dan's story. This Is not generally trtie of all the aany leaks of nothing 
iMw. Generally there is inprovisation, alwikys unfaotual. The ooBDltbe was approved^ ia 
fact, with a b.a. interpretation of a fine job by another friend, '''ea fbyne of Hewaday. 

I gave Lea some leads, he followed and published ttem, 1 later put them la a court record 
and lo! more than a half year later tl»y are totally corrupted to excite the Songross 
into voting a ooamittee. Lane did the original stealing and the original bullshitting.
